Investigations by Fritz Meyer (Berliner Klinische Wochenschrift, June 
28, 1909; editorial comment, Medical Record, July 31, 1909) on the 


_ effect of diphtheria toxin and antitoxin upon the heart, demonstrate: 


1. “Antitoxin, if administered early in sufficient doses, 


absolutely prevents the fall of blood-pressure.” 
2. “If given later, but before the fall has occurred, it 
delays the onset; but 
3. “If given after the pressure has once fallen, it is quite

4. “ Antitoxin given early in sufficient dose prevents myo- |

We are firmly con- 
vinced that it should be suited to the 
more advanced in pharmaceutical edu- 
cation. The highest advance in sci- 
entific pharmacy is represented by the 
leading colleges of pharmacy in the 
land, and the U. S. P. should there- 
fore be adapted to qualifications of 
the graduates of these _ colleges. 
Whether an incompetent, though legal- 
ized, drug clerk can or cannot carry out 
all or any of the directions of the U. S. 
P., should be no desideratum in its 
construction. Doctors and patients 


alike are entitled to the very highest 


and best that pharmacy can offer.

We again and 
PREREQUISITE 


again hear the state- 
ment that the non- 
graduate (in pharmacy) is fully as com- 
petent as the graduate. It is argued 
that it is unfair to put obstacles in the 
way of the young man whose ambition 
prompts him to take up the work in 
pharmacy, but who does not have the 
time or money to devote to a pharma- 
ceutical education obtained at a first- 
class college of pharmacy. We are ever 
ready to applaud and encourage the 
ambitions of the young. We are, how- 
ever, of the opinion that if this ex- 
tremely ambitious young man is really 
desirous of entering into the pharma- 
ceutical work in such a way as to bea 
credit to those concerned, he can in 
some way manage to enter a reputable 
college of pharmacy, complete the 
course and gain such experience as will 
enable him to have confidence in him- 
self and as well create confidence in 
those whom he intends to serve. 
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Who would think of calling in a non- 
graduate doctor to treat a patient? A 
non-graduate doctor is no more compe- 
tent to treat a disease than a non-gradu- 
ate druggist is competent to fill a pre- 
scription. 

State boards of pharmacy are quite 
unanimously in favor of better clerks. 
Mr. S. L. Bresler, of Denver, Colo., at 
the Los Angeles meeting, suggested 
that the State Board examinations be 
made so difficult as to practically com- 


pel candidates to equip themselves with 


a high school and a college of phar- 
macy education in order to qualify 
them to pass. This is an excellent idea, 
but the matter can be accomplished in a 


much simpler way, by passing a dt 


requisite enactment. 


At the third 
general session 
of the American 
Pharmaceutical Association at Los An- 
geles, Professor C. 5. N. Hallberg, of 
Chicago, submitted a resolution favor- 
ing the introduction into the U. 5S. P. 
of diagnostic microscopical descriptions 
of powdered vegetable drugs, which

Rusby is right, we should have a 
Parcels Post at once. If the majority 
were right, then a Parcels Post is an 
abomination. Immediately after the 
matter was put to a vote and the Par- 
cels Post was so effectually crushed by 
an overwhelming vote, one of the most 
enthusiastic crushers made a recom- 
mendation to the effect that the A. Ph. 
A. use its influence in an endeavor to 
secure a reduction in the existing ex- 
orbitant express rates, which recom- 
mendation was unanimously approved, 
although Dr. Rusby could not refrain 
from making the suggestion that since 
the A. Ph. A. was so strongly opposed 
to a parcels post it should, in order to 


_ be consistent, use every endeavor to 
_ get an increase in express rates. It 


would take only a very slight increase 
in the express rates now existing to 
make it wholly unprofitable to express 
articles of any kind anywhere in the 
United States. Every housewife, 
every child and every man would then 
be compelled to patronize the nearest 
store, no matter how poorly equipped 
such store might be. No more little 
knick-knacks and what-nots' from 
Montgomery Ward’s and other similar 
places. But then, perhaps Dr. Rusby 
was wrong. Can anyone show him?

able quantity of 
Japanese phar- 
maceuticals are presented for entry at 
the Port of San Francisco. From an 
examination of these articles it would 
appear that the Japanese are very 
strongly dominated by the German in- 
fluence. Many of their préparations are 
apparently close imitations of those of 
German manufacture. Most of them 


are of a proprietary or patent nature. 


Some of them have English and Ger- 
man labels. Most of them conform to 
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the United States Pure Drug Law. 
However, little can be said at present 
in regard to the purity of these articles. 
Some of their labels are: marvelous ex- 


aggerations of the supposed properties 


of the different medicines. In that re- 
gard they would be most excellent 
teachers to our American advertisers. 


CHINESE DOCTORS Chinese 
IN SAN FRANCISCO herb doctors are 


pushing their 
advertising in the daily papers of San 
Francisco and of the towns in the bay 
region: Only recently a doctor having 
a quarter page in a Sunday edition of 
a San Francisco paper declares that he 
has only lately established a branch of- 
fice in Oakland, the main office being 


situated in Los Angeles. One “eminent 


doctor” declares that he has “practiced 
his profession among the white resi- 
dents of San Francisco for nearly half 
a. century and died in that city in 1893. 
He had a reputation for successful 


treatment of obscure and chronic dis- 


eases, of which any physician of any 


time or country might well be proud. 


He numbered his patients by the thou- 
sand and they came to him from all 
parts of the United States and even 
from abroad. Scores of worthy and in- 
fluential citizens in San Francisco were 
his personal friends,” etc., etc. Further 
on he declares that “the method of 
pulse diagnosis employed by this physi- 
cian gives wonderfully complete re- 
sults. By this method he can deter- 
mine the condition of each of the vital 
organs, and prescribe the proper rem- 
edy to build up those that need assist- 
ance.” 

These advertising Chinese herbalists 
belong to the old school of Chinese 
medicine, which is practically the same 
today as it was four thousand years 


ago. Their conceptions of anatomy are 


extremely grotesque, and their won- 
derful method of pulse diagnosis is ap- 
parently without any scientific founda- 


tion whatever. Many of the remedies | 
used by these doctors are of such a dis- 
gusting nature that they cannot be 
mentioned in print, and the chances are 
that some of their enthusiastic Amerti- 
can patients are supplied with some of 
these remedies. We would like to 
know how many of these advertising 
Chinese herbalists conform to the laws 
regulating the practice of medicine in 
the State of California.

The Bennet Parcels Post Bill 


The parcels post bill which was intro- 
duced in Congress last month by Repre- 
sentative Bennet of New York provides 
that all mail collected on rural routes shall 
be placed in one class, and that the rates 
shall be as follows: On parcels up to one- 
twenty-fourth of a cubic foot in size and up 


to one pound in weight, one cent; on larger 


parcels, up to one-half of a cubic foot and 
up to eleven pounds in weight, five cents; 
on parcels up to one cubic foot and up to 
twenty-five pounds in weight, ten cents. 
No parcel over six feet in length may be 
carried and in no case shall a carrier be 
obliged to transport a load of more than 
900 pounds. Mr. Bennet believes that this 
substantial reduction will enable those per- 
sons who live on rural free delivery routes 
to enjoy the, benefits of a parcels post sys- 
tem which would at the same time do justice 
to the merchants whose business is centered 
in the same locality. The bill also provides 
that except on the free rural routes the rate 
on local letters or sealed parcels should be 
two cents on parcels up to four ounces and 
one cent for each additional two ounces. 
Mr. Bennet introduced his bill before ad- 
journment and will make a fight in the post- 
office committee for it next winter.

ON THE KEEPING OF COATED 
PILLS, TABLETS AND TABLET 
TRITURATES 
By W. M. Searby, Ph. C. 


I. In Regard to Pills 


Comparatively few pills are now 
made by hand at the prescription coun- 
ter. 
ready-made, that pharmacists alto- 
gether too often yield to the temptation 
to dispense that which gives least 
trouble, and which generally costs 
least. A clerk’s time alone in making 
afew dozen by hand costs more than 
the wholesale price of the finished and 
elegantly coated pills. There are cases 
in which pills should. be freshly made 
and administered without any coating, 
the aim being to secure prompt solu- 
tion or disintegration after reaching the 
stomach. But there are other cases in 
which the stock pills are just as good, 
being sufficiently soluble or frangible 
to meet the needs of the patient. But 
pills can be so kept as to undergo some 
impairment of their value, either by 
undergoing chemical changes or by a 
lessening of their solubility. The ob- 
ject of this paper is to call attention to 
proper ways of storing them. 
reason of neglect or oversight, they 
have lost any portion of their virtues, 
they should be thrown away. 

_ When ready-made sugar and gelatin 
coated pills were first put on the market 
it frequently happened that they were 
so hard and insoluble as to pass 
through the system unchanged. Manu- 
facturers have since learned how to 
overcome these defects, provided the 
pills are properly preserved for only a 
reasonable time. It often happens, how- 
ever, that they are kept for years, and 
when a prescription comes in for some 
pill that has not been called for a long 
time, the druggist is only too glad to 


go to the partly filled bottle and take a

sale out of dead stock. So much scien- 
tific knowledge and technical skill have 
been devoted to this subject, that pills 
are now manufactured that will keep for 
many months, and perhaps years, with- 
out injury. The writer has seen Blaud’s 
pills (gelatin coated) that were many 
months old that showed no sign of 
oxidation, and were of a plastic con- 
sistence, -aS nice apparently, as when 
first made. That does not prove tnat 


they would have been in as good con4i- 


tion if they had been kept in a dry, 
warm country like some parts of Ari- 
zona, Or a moist, warm climate like 
Ceylon. It probably is not possible to 
find excipients and coatings that will 
preserve pills in perfect condition in the 
cool, equable atmosphere of the Pacific — 
Coast, and also at Denver, Tucson, 
Honolulu and Samoa. Hence, the sug- — 
gestions given below apply only to the 
storage of pills under ordinary, not ex- 
traordinary, climatic conditions. 
Assuming that pills have been well 
made, with appropriate excipients, that 
they have been properly dried so as to 
be neither too hard or too soft, and that 
their condition is such that. they will 
not undergo internal chemical change, 
nor lose their form by keeping, and that 
the coating is perfect, leaving no ex- 
posed spots, what precautions should 
be taken to preserve them? | 


For Any Kind of Coating | 


(a) An amber-colored bottle should 
always be used. The actinic rays which 
readily pass through white glass are 
practically excluded by the dark am- 
ber-colored glass generally used for 
pills. If such a bottle is not at hand, 
other kinds of glass may be used if the 


bottle is covered with a close-textured 


paper, and kept in a carton. It is best 
to keep all of the bottles in the cartons, 
even after they have been opened. 
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(b) They should be kept in a cool 
place, where the temperature does not 
vary greatly. Pills containing resin- 
ous matter, aloes, soap and other sub- 
stances that are liquified by heat, espe- 
cially if there be also volatile or fixed 
oil present, or camphor and volatile oil, 
or a hygroscopic salt are apt.to be af- 
fected by warmth. Hence these pills 
especially should not be kept on the top 
shelves in the store where the tem- 
perature is high at times, nor near a 
gas flame or stove. Under such condi- 
tions the gelatine may soften and the 
sugar turn brown, through its perme- 
ation by the softened material within. 

(c) It almost goes without saying 
that all kinds of pills should be kept in 
tightly corked bottles, because only in- 
jury can result from the action of the 
oxygen of the air. 


II. For Gelatin Coating 


Gelatin being translucent, the above 
recommendation applies especially to 


those pills coated with it. It is impor- 
tant also that they be kept perfectly 
dry, as the gelatine sometimes absorbs 
moisture and the pills become moldy 
or sticky. If the pills before receiving 
the gelatin coat have not been covered 
with tolu or some resinous material, 
the moisture in the excipient is some- 
times absorbed by the gelatin, causing 
it to swell. If dispensed in this con- 
dition in a paper box and afterwards 
exposed to a dry atmosphere, the coat- 
ing dries out and shrivels, making the 
pills rough and unsightly. This is even 
more noticeable in the case of pills dis- 
pensed in gelatin capsules. If the mass 
is a little soft from the presence of 
moisture or glycerin, the capsules first 
absorb the moisture, and then dry out, 
shrivelled and out of shape. 

Pills of phosphorus, mercurous 
iodide, ferrous iodide and some others, 


become changed by the action of light ; 


the phosphorus into the amorphous al- 


- most inactive form, and possibly also 


into one of its oxides, the mercurous 


iodide into metallic mercury (looking 
gray or blackish) and probably some bi- 
niodide, the iron into ferric oxide or a 
basic feric salt or both—in every case, 
a substance that is harmful or almost 
inert. It has been stated that quinme 
and other white pills turn brown-look- 
ing on exposure to light, because there 
is a small trace of iron in the gelatin 
used for coating, and this becomes 
gradually converted into the brown fer- 
ric oxide. | 

Pills of silver nitrate, iodide or oxide, 
are very susceptible to the action of | 
light, metallic silver being formed by 
the splitting up of the compounds. | 

Pills of calomel, which should be — 
white, are apt to be dark or greyish, 
metallic mercury (blackish) and mer- 
curic chloride being produced. This 
change is favored by light. Very long 
keeping, especialy if the mass was 
rather moist, may result in the pills be- 


ing darkened by the action of a trace of 


sulphites used by the manufacturers 
in bleaching the gelatin. The possi- 
bility of such action as this suggests 
that a careful selection of the gelatin 
employed should always be made. 


III. For Sugar Coating 


The pharmacist who is in the habit 
of dispensing ready-made pills without 
a specific order to do so will make it a 
rule to occasionally test the solubility 
of his stock pills, or he may cause his 
confiding customers and physicians 
serious harm by dispensing inactive 
medicine, and thereby he himself may 
suffer. If the sugar-coated pills have 
been made right, there is not as much 
difficulty in keeping them free from at-_ 
mospheric injury (including sunlight) 
as there is in the case of those coated 
with gelatin. But in order to keep 
these pills white, it is necessary to pro- 
tect the sugar coating from absorbing 
the oil, resin, moisture, etc., of the pills, 
and thereby becoming discolored. This 
is done by giving the pills a previous 
coating of tolu or some resinous or 
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other substance that is impervious to 
the liquefying matter of the pill. When 
thus protected, and afterwards coated 
with sugar, and sometimes given a 
gloss by agitation with paraffin or some 
waxy body, the pills are elegant in ap- 
pearance and may be kept a long time 
without change. If the resinous or 
waxy coating be too heavy, the solu- 
bility of the pill will be affected. They 


need no special preservation, beyond 
keeping them cool and dry in well- ° 


corked bottles away from light. 
IV. For Enteric Pills 


These when prepared so as to be 
kept ready made are usually coated 
with keratin, and are easily preserved. 
Probably the only precaution necessary 
is in very warm climates to keep them 
in a cool, dark place, as they often con- 
tain fatty matter as an excipient, and 
this may liquefy at about I0o degrees 
F. or even lower. | 

V. For Tablets and Triturates 

Tablet-triturates being designed for 

rapid disintegration in the stomach are 


preferably not coated. When, how- 


ever, they are coated, the so-called 
chocolate coating is chiefly used, as it 
is quickly broken down in a watery 
medium. The sugar in this coating is 
apt to absorb moisture in a damp at- 
mosphere, and hence it is important to 
keep the trituration in a cool, dry place. 
The slight paraffin polish usually given 
them to improve their appearance does 
not offer any noticeable impediment to 
their breaking down in the stomach, 
neither is it sufficient to keep them 
from becoming injured by keeping in a 
damp atmosphere, especially when 
warmth and dampness are combined. 

The majority of compressed tablets 
are not coated at all, many of them be- 
ing intended to be dissolved before they 
are used, either for lotions or internal 
administration. Some which contain 
volatile matters, such as valerianates, 
volatile oils, etc., are coated for the pur- 
‘pose of protecting them from loss by 
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evaporation, or from the absorption of 
moisture or from oxidation or other 


unfavorable effects of air or light or 


both. , These are usually of such a 
nature that while moderately rapid dis- 
integration is desirable, it is not so im- 
portant as in the case of tablet tri- 
turates. The ordinary sugar-coating or 
chocolate coating serves all these pur- 
poses well and does not interfere 
greatly, if at all, with their efficacy as 
remedies. The sugar covering usually 
takes a little longer to dissolve than 
the chocolate. In all of these cases the 
breaking up of the tablet is often 
hastened by the introduction of starch 
into its makeup. 

It is clear, therefore, that if coated 
tablets triturate and compressed tablets 
are kept in stock for any length of 


time, they should be stored where the 


temperature is never very warm, where 
the atmosphere is normally dry, and 
where light is excluded. As most of 
these are sold to the trade in glass bot- 
tles enclosed in cartons, it is best that 
they be not removed from the cartons, 
and as a further precaution from the 
chemical action of light that they be in 
amber-colored bottles. 

It is nothing uncommon to find that 
tablets and triturates equally with pills 
have been kept in the store for years. 
It seems almost unnecessary to say 
that these are sometimes unfit for dis- 
pensing. They should be closely ex- 
amined to see that they are not unduly 
hard, or crystallized, or in any way 
impaired by dampness, light or atmo- 
spheric influences. If they are, they 
should be thrown away.

CALIFORNIA OIL OF EUCALYPTUS* 
' By F. E. Schueddig, Palms, Cal. 
Synopsis 
Most of the eucalyptus of Southern 


California is of the Globulus variety 


and yields a good quality of oil on ac- 
count of the high cineol (eucalyptol) 
contents, and it may in the near future 
be unnecessary to import foreign oil of 
doubtful and uncertain quality. 

The production of eucalyptus oil in 
California is as yet an infant industry. 
The Globulus variety was chosen on 
account of its rapid wood-growing 
quality, but happens to be the most 
important for medicinal purposes. The 
amount of oil produced here is only a 
small part of what is used in the State, 
and large quantities are imported from 
Australia. Ojl distilled from trees of 
one species is more reliable than that 
brought from Australia, where the 
trees grow wild and the oil is a con- 
glomerate from different species. 

Eucalyptus oils, according to con- 
stituents and odor may be divided into. 
five groups. The first group, cineol or 
eucalyptol, containing oils. This group 
includes practically all of commercial 
interest. The unpleasant, penetrating 
and irritating odor of crude eucalyptus 
oil is occasioned by the different alde- 
hydes, principally valeric aldehyde. 

The distillation of the oil is usually 
accomplished by placing small twigs 
and leaves in a wooden box or tank and 


passing steam through same. The 


steam charged with the oil upon reach- 
ing the top escapes into a condensing 
apparatus, where the oil separates and 
is drawn off. Crude oil is refined by 
allowing it to settle and twice distill- 
ing, the process taking about 14 days. 

All owners of eucalyptus groves 
could realize a profit from distillation 
of leaves into crude oil and selling the 
same to refiners. A ton of leaves and 
twigs will yield from 20 pounds and 
upwards of crude oil. I have gathered

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as much as a ton of leaves from ten 
large trees. | 

The medicinal value of oil of euca- 
lyptus, as stated by various authorities, 
is given as anti-spasmodic, for use in 
asthma by inhalation, as also for bron- 
chitis. It is said to have been used 
with success in migraine and neural- 
gia, toothache, etc., for colds, croup, 
diphtheria, catarrh, sprains, bruises, 
burns, insect bites and poison oak. The 
claim is made by Professor Gimbert 
that it is superior as an antiseptic over 
carbolic acid. Well rectified oil should 
be used if taken internally. 


CONDITIONS IN THE DRUG TRADE 
IN THE NORTHWEST* | 


By E. H. Lauer 
Conditions in the drug trade as I 
have found them are pretty much the 
same all over and depend not so much 
on surroundings and environment as 


upon the druggist himself and his wil- 


lingness or unwillingness to act in co- 


operation with his neighbor in educat- 


ing the laity. 
In northwestern cities conditions 
some years ago were pretty bad until 


the drug trade realized its own posi- 
tion and became infused with a little 


get-together serum, since when things 
are greatly improved. In my position 
as sales manager of a large wholesale 
house I had occasion to travel the 
country frequently and observe condi- 
tions closely. 

- In Tacoma, Washington, I found a 
most wonderful and powerful little or- 
ganization—the Tacoma Retail Drug- 
gists’ Association— whose members 
were more closely a unit than any other 
organization I have ever seen. So per- 
fectly were they in harmony that there 
was no such thing as different prices at 
the different stores. Strictly one price 
was the sign—and the price was the 
same by agreement at the smallest as 
at the largest store. 


before the C. PRA, 


Los Angeles. 
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Another thing they had worked out 
nicely was the handling of prescrip- 
tions. There was no such thing as 
“shopping” when it came to KR. A 
person could bring a prescription into 
the store of Michaels Bros. on Lower 
Pacific Avenue and be given a price on 
same and then take that prescription to 
every store in Tacoma in turn, only 
to find that the price was the same in 
every store, and when they would at- 
tempt to have same filled at some other 
store be told that they must take the 
prescription back to Michaels Bros. to 
be filled because by agreement the 
store receiving a prescription first initi- 
ated it with the price asked and when 
presented at any other store in the city 
the customer was always referred to 
the first drug store where it had been 
presented. 
- Also in the matter of patent medi- 
cines the Tacoma people were organ- 
ized. No patent medicine house could 
come into Tacoma with their contract 
schemes without bumping into the ex- 
ecutive committee of the association, 
and when they had passed unfavorably 
on the proposition no store in the city 
would touch it, and I have seen many 
a good salesman leave Tacoma and 
wonder why he had not landed the 
trade and failed to load everyone up. 

In Portland there is a firm, one of 
the largest retail firms on the Coast— 
Woodard-Clarke & Co.—who four 
years ago decided that drug store — 
hours were a relic of the dark ages—and 
that druggists, proprietors, clerks and — 
apprentices were just the same as any 
other human beings and entitled to the 
same hours of recreation and rest. In 
a well-worded article they appealed to 
the public telling them of the condi- 
tions—that the druggist was a human 
being, a man of family, a man of re- 
sponsibility, whose work demanded 
hours of rest and recreation just the 
same as his neighbor in any other line 
of business. They appealed to the pub-

lic for co-operation and announced 
that as an experiment their store would 
close at nine every night and be open 
on Sundays for four hours only. They 
asked the support and co-operation of 
the public—and got it. I quote from 


one of their recent ads: 
‘Civilizing Business 

“Some thirty years ago when two young 
men who now own this business entered it 
as employees it was the rule then, as it is 
today with nearly every drug store in the 
United States, to keep open until midnight, 
or thereabouts. Every day in the year, in- 
cluding Sundays, the store opened at 6 a. m. 
Employer and clerks worked all day and 
every day. There were practically no holi- 
days, and even when the key was turned in 
the door at night there was some one to 
answer calls for postage stamps and other 
urgent necessities. 

“A species of slavery and bondage, which 
no business justifies, except in the rarest 
cases. As the years went by and the busi- 
ness grew, neither of these men forgot the 


earlier years of their toil, although much of 


the burden had fallen upon the shoulders of 
their employees, and so, four years ago, 
they inaugurated a system of civilized hours 
for a drug store, closing at 9 in the evening 
and opening on Sundays for four hours, 
between 10 a. m. and 2 p. m,, dividing the 
force into shifts, so that no employee should 
work two evenings in succession or every 
Sunday. 

“Our employees appreciate our hours. 
We have applications on our books at all 
times for positions from the best and most 
skilled men in the calling. We can afford 
tO pay good wages, and we do, because our 


men take a greater interest in their work. 


Physicians approve the movement, and after 
three years of experience we know, for our 
business shows it, that the step was a wise 
and profitable one in every sense.” 

One of the most important things ac- 
complished in the Northwest is the 
matter of legislation. In every session 
of the legislature of Oregon and Wash- 
ington are several druggists in each 
house. They have successfully fathered 
bills in the interest and protection of 


_ the drug trade, one of the most im- 


portant of which is the manner of ap- 
pointment of the State Boards of Phar- 
macy. Formerly political preference 


influenced the Governor in making ap- 
pointments; now, according to law, the 
State Pharmaceutical Associations at 
their annual meeting appoint a commit- 
tee of five to select five names for rec- 
ommendation to the Governor for ap- 
pointment on the State Board. The 
Governor is obliged by law to appoint 
one of these five. Politics has nothing 
to do with it, and I can’t begin to tell 
you the difference it has made in up- 
lifting pharmacy throughout those 
States, for every member of the State 
Board of Oregon and Washington is 
a druggist engaged in the active prac- 
tice of pharmacy and has no axes to 
grind except the betterment of phar- 
macy and to see that the laws regulat- 
ing pharmacy, framed upon recommen- 
dation of the State Association by phar- 
macists in the State legislature, are 
strictly enforced, and I assure you these 
things were different when the Gov- 
ernor appointed at large. _ 

Mr. President: We are honored to- 
day by having with us one of the most 
enthusiastic pharmacists in the North- 
west—one whose heart and soul is 
wrapped up in the pharmaceutical work 
and whose tireless efforts have done 
more for the uplifting of pharmacy in 
the Northwest than any other man. 
Every year he gives a prize or $50 to 
the one who passes the highest exami- 
nation before the Oregon State Board, 
and he is that public spirited that every 
year he gives a prize of $50 to the one 
who brings in the greatest number of 
new members to the Oregon State 
Pharmaceutical Association.

The committee very considerately 
called me up at my suburban place of 
business, Pasadena, about noon today 
and told me I was expected to speak on 
the topic, “Trade Interests,” this eve- 
ning. Of course, I have had all sorts of 
time to prepare for this and will be able 
to give great consideration to the sub- 
ject, a subject so deep and far-reaching 


in its scope that the greatest minds of 


the world have and always will in vain 
try to cover it. But a few ideas in 
direct connection with our own line of 
business seem to me worthy of con- 
sideration. | 

The world is beginning to under- 
stand that the druggist has been 
greatly underrated; instead of the 
strictly commercial man he has been 
supposed to be, it is being well under- 
stood that he is a professional man. It 
takes more time and hard study, added 
to years and years of thorough experi- 
ence, to be a reliable dispenser of medi- 
cines than for any other calling; then 
why should we not wake up to a few 
points in order to still further our hon- 
orable work in the bettering of the 
business of life? We must get in 
closer touch with the medical pro- 
fession. | 

Fifty-five years ago, when | began 
my business career at the age of nine, 
not dreaming then that I had received a 
life sentence, we had only crude drugs 
from which we must ourselves make all 
the preparations the physician might 
require. Our preparations were all of 
the U. S. P. standard. Manufacturing 
houses have gradually but surely 
placed with us the ready-made article. 
It would cost nearly as much and cost 
much labor to make these things, but if 
your M. D.’s knew you were capable 
and had confidence in your ability and 
honesty, would they not give their 
preference where they were sure of the

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highest standards, even to the making 
of tablet triturate than to a ready-made 
article, supplied by even our most 
reputable manufacturers? It is worth 
trying. Make friends with your 
M. D.’s. Cut out counter prescribing, © 
except in extreme emergency cases, 


and make your own preparations from 


carefully selected material, and see if 
we cannot get nearer the medical pro- 
fession, so they may willingly and 
gladly quit office dispensing, one of the 
evils we now have to contend with. 

Make your jobbers your friends; 
have them carry your stock, from 
which you may draw for your daily 
demands. Most of us could do our 
business on one-fourth the capital now 
employed, if we took this course. It is 
a mistaken idea that buying a gross of 
an item for an extra ten per cent, when 
one dozen is ample stock, is making ~ 
Figure the value of your 
money, and in most instances we are 
Give your jobber this 
profit, buy for your needs and you are 
the gainer. . 

These items seem worthy of thought. 
We are very glad to welcome all our 
guests, whether from the far East or 
from home, and trust that their stay 
with us may be pleasant and profitable. 
One thing is certain, in union of action 
and purposes, we are strong and can 
control to a large extent legislation, 
and the best results in trade interests. 


DRUG PLANT CULTURE IN CALI- 
FORNIA* 


By Albert Schneider 
This subject has been gone into quite 


fully elsewhere.t The present paper is 


intended as a summary to date. Ever 
since arriving on the Pacific Coast five 
years ago the writer has been strongly 
impressed with the opportunities and

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possibilities in the State of California, 
among others the possibilities along the 
line of drug plant culture. Opinions 
on the subject were given in the pages 
of the San Francisco Druggist trom 
1904 to 1906 and in the Pacific Pharma- 
cist as cited. Even the California Pro- 
motion Committee gave the matter 
some attention, particularly just prior 
to the big earthquake. Numerous in- 
quiries have been received at the Cali- 
fornia College of Pharmacy and at the 
College of Agriculture, both depart- 
ments of the University of California. 
These inquiries were carefully con- 
sidered and answered. The greater por- 
tion of this correspondence, including 
three volumes consisting of agricul- 

tural press clippings, extracts and clip- 
- pings from bulletins and pamphlets of 
the California Promotion Committee, 


touching on the botanical resources of | 


the State of California, was destroyed 
in the San Francisco fire (in Phillips’ 


bindery on Clay Street), on April 109, 


1906. In fact the slight disturbance of 
the spring of 1906 put almost a com- 
plete stop to the drug culture inquiries, 
and at this writing there is only a par- 
tial renewal of the former interest. The 
indications are, however, that not only 
will the former interest be fully re- 
vived, but a number of practical results 
will be realized soon. 

Drug plants can be grown on paper 
or in the field, or to be a little more ex- 


plicit, the subject can be considered 


from the purely theoretical standpoint 
as well as from the wholly practical 
standpoint. The former offers roseate 
promises and hopes, the latter gen- 
erally starts in with a long series of 
disappointments. The two are to each 
other as day and night, and yet it would 
appear that they go hand in hand, with 
the latter as an outgrowth of the for- 
mer. Drug culture on paper gradu- 
ally gives way to the purely field cul- 
ture. Finally, as success looms up big, 
after many failures, all theorization is 
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cast to the four winds, and the reliance 
is placed upon the hoe and the plow 
and not upon the pen and pencil. To. 
sum up briefly, the subject of drug 
plant culture must be considered from 
the practical point of view, using the 
theoretical merely as a bit of back- 
ground. 

The question to be answered 1s, 
“What drug plant or plants can I grow 
profitably?” After careful consider- 
ation, we believe the answer to be 
found in the following: 


I. Drug Plants Which Can Be 


Grown in the State of California.— 


Taking into consideration the soil, cli- 
matic conditions, etc., we are justified 
in stating that all but the purely tropi- 
cal and some subtropical drug plants 
can be grown in one or the other por- 
tion of the great State of California. 
Easily 90 per cent of the medicinal 
plants mentioned and described in the 
National Dispensatory can be grown in 
the State, under ordinary conditions, 
This answers the above question up to 
the last word. 

II. Drug Plants Which Can Be Cul- 
tivated Profitably by Individuals with 
Some Means or by Small Corporations. 
—The man without some means is not 
advised to go into drug plant culture. 
He should keep what little money he 
has or invest it in something better 
established and more promising than 
drug plant culture. Furthermore, the 
enterprise must be undertaken on a 
fairly large scale; otherwise the net 
profits will not make it worth while. 
The all-important advice is, don't dab- 
ble: go into the enterprise in a whole- 
souled way and stick to it. This re- 
quires money, good judgment or 
brains and patience. Merely as an 
illustration it may be mentioned that 
in the month of July of this year 355 
lbs. of belladonna were shipped from 
Castro Valley, California, to Johnson & 
Johnson, New Brunswick, N. J. That 
amount of dried belladonna, leaves and 
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stems, cost Johnson & Johnson $3,500, 
and the writer two years of his time 
plus much worry and trouble. 
have, at that cost, learned how to grow 
belladonna in Castro Valley, California, 
and to know how to do that is easily 
worth the price paid. This is not men- 
tioned for the purpose of discouraging 
others, but rather to serve as a con- 
vincing argument to what was said 
about the need of funds and patience. 
Give up all ideas about a get-rich-quick 
proposition; don’t get an idea that it 
is possible to secure money to pay for 


a trip to Europe from the first year’s 


yield or by collecting medicinal weeds 
in fields, and don’t take up drug cul- 


ture as a side line. If you do not heed 


this advice, you will in all probability 
be disappointed. Think the matter 
over carefully, get all the information 
possible and then begin cautiously in- 
deed, but nevertheless with the deter- 
mination to finally win out. 


Since drug culture is new in the 
State of California, it is advised to pro- 
ceed as follows: 

1. Experimental Phase.—Having de- 
cided upon all preliminaries, as what 
drug plant or plants can in all prob- 
ability be grown successfully and 
profitably in your territory, the possi- 
ble market, etc., set aside an area or 
plat of good arable land in which to 
carry on what is commonly called a 
commercial field experiment. Prepare 
this plat properly and plant it to the 
particular plant you hope to grow on 
a large scale. The details cannot be 
gone into. Each plant tried requires 
special conditions. The area set aside 
may be only 100 feet square, or it may 
comprise from two to ten acres. The 
experimenting may continue for one, 
two or even three seasons. In this 


time the details of field, cultural and 
other operations must be worked out, 
as plowing of soil, seeding, transplant- 
ing, cultivating, hoeing, irrigating, har- 
vesting, drying, marketing, etc., etc. 


We 
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Don't begin on a large or commercial 
scale until everything has been worked 
out to a satisfactory conclusion. Of 
course, opportunities for further ex- 
perimenting will always exist, as the 
absolutely perfect will never be 
reached. During this experimental 
period surprises and disappointments 
will come thick and fast. The disap- 
pointments will appertain very largely 
to the great alterations required in the 
drug plant culture on paper. Where 
you hoped to realize some $2,000 or 
more, at the end of the first or second 
year, you will in all probability find 
that you lost that amount instead, but 


you will have gained wonderfully in 


experience, and this experience is your 
own and cannot be taken from you by 
anyone. 

2. Commercial Phase.—Based upon 
the purely experimental phase, you are 
now ready to enter upon the commer- 
cial phase. It would be useless to en- 
ter upon details, as these will be fully 
known by the time you have completed 
the experiments. 

With these preliminary remarks, we 
shall now cite a few of those drug 
plants which can, in all probability, be 
grown successfully and profitably with- 
in the State of California. This as- 
sumption is based upon experimental 
evidence and numerous other data 


which have been gathered from time to 
time. | 


1. Absinthium.—This and related 
plants thrive exceedingly well. Re- 
quires rich, moist soil. Any of the low- 
lands along the coast or of any of the 
interior valleys would do. Must be 


grown on a large scale to secure any 
profits. 


2. Aconitum.—Aconite appears to 
be scarce, and much that is now on the 
market is adulterated. Several species 
are substituted for the true medicinal 
aconite (A. napellus). The plant is 
quite common in California as an orna- 
mental flowering plant. It is exten- 
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sively cultivated in England and other 
European countries, where it has be- 
come naturalized. | i 
It will no doubt thrive in any of the 
valley lands of California, requiring 
rather light, rich soil, with ample soil 
moisture. In the southern portions of 
the State irrigation would no doubt be 
necessary. In fact, more or less irri- 
gation is desirable in all parts of Cali- 
fornia, excepting, perhaps, in the ex- 
treme northern sections. Plant in rows 
three to three and one-half feet apart. 
Cultivate like ordinary field crops. 


3. -Belladonna.—This plant re- 


quires rich, moist soil, with ample 


atmospheric moisture in the form 
of low fogs. The immediate coast 
region of California suitable, 
particularly from Santa Barbara 
northward. It has been grown experti- 
mentally in Los Angeles (Mr. Geo. 
Hill), in Golden Gate Park (Garden 


of Medicinal Plants), Berkeley (Uni- 


versity Experimental Gardens and at 
the writer’s home), at Salinas, and ona 
larger scale at Castro Valley, as al- 
ready mentioned. 

The seeds are started in cold frames 
in October, the seedlings are cared for 


in the cold frames that winter, and the © 


spring and summer of the season fol- 


lowing, and transplanted in the follow- 


ing winter. Two and three crops can 
be gathered in one season, with or 
without irrigation. The roots are taken 


up at the end of the third or fourth 
season. | 


4. Chamomile——This and related 
plants thrive exceedingly well. A na- 
tive chamomile (Matricaria discoidea 
D. C.) is much used as a domestic rem- 
edy, as a tonic diaphoretic and to check 
diarrhoea; particularly useful in bowel 
and stomach complaints of children. 
There is no reason why this should not 


displace the German chamomile. Easily 


cultivated, in quite dry, sandy and 
loamy soil. No irrigation required. 
5. Crocus.—This liliaceous plant re- 
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quires rich, moist soil. The chief dif- 
ficulty in its profitable culture is the 
cost of labor. A carefully watched 
commercial experiment carried on. for 
one or two years would make it possi- 
ble to determine whether or not the 
culture of this plant could be carried on 
profitably. 


6. Dandelion.—This plant can be 


grown in any country. A common 
weed. 


7. Dill and Related Plants.—Thrive 
exceedingly well in California. Ordi- 
nary soil will serve. 

8. Eriodictyon.—This popular drug 
plant could no doubt be grown profit- 
ably on hillside lands. Quite common 
on the coast hills of middle and north- 
ern California. 

9. Foxglove.—Very common as an 
ornamental plant (both the English 
and the German). It requires fairly 
rich soil with ample moisture. Plant 
in rows three feet apart, eight inches 
apart in the row. Leaves can easily be 
removed by stripping from the stalks. 
Has escaped from cultivation and oc- 
curs spontaneously along the coast re- 
gion of California and as as far north 
as Vancouver Island. 

10. Ginseng.—This plant (Aralia. 
quinquefolia) has been grown at Sun- 
nyvale and several other places in Cali- 
fornia. It requires artificial shading 
and very rich, moist soil. The success- 
ful cultivation of this plant requires 
special knowledge, a long wait for the 
first crop (four to six years), special 
cultural methods and careful collecting 
and drying. 

11. Hemlock.—A weed which will 
thrive anywhere. Grown much like dill, 
caraway, anise and related plants. Has 
escaped from cultivation. 

12. Henbane.—Thrives well in Cali- 
fornia but some carefully conducted 
irrigation tests are necessary to deter- 
mine under what conditions of soil 
moisture this plant will do best. It will 
no doubt do well in the coast valleys.

13. Hydrastis.—This is grown some- 
thing like ginseng, though some de- 
clare that artificial shading is not neces- 
sary. 


14. Lavender—Thrives well 
throughout the State. The grower 
should also manufacture the oil. 


15. Licorice.—It would appear that 
in certain parts of the State the condi- 
tions for growing licorice are ideal. It 
thrives best in fine soil in hottom lands, 
where there is abundant moisture dur- 
ing the growing season, but where the 
ground bakes hard during the late sum- 
mer months, which is favorable to the 
formation of the sweet constituents. 
_ The plants would have to be started 
from seed, but subsequent propagation 
is from cuttings (waste) left from the 
harvesting process. 
four feet apart, four inches apart in the 
rows. Growth is slight the first and 


second year: Harvesting begins in the 


fall of the third or fourth year after the 
first transplanting and continues every 
year after that. A trench is dug be- 
tween the rows, two to three feet deep 
and all roots found removed. The dirt 
from the next trench is thrown into the 
first, and so on. This drug plant is 
well worthy of a trial. 
16. Marjoram.—We would suggest 
that someone grow this plant to supply 
the American spice market. Most of 
the marjoram of the market is adul- 
terated. It requires fairly rich, moist 
soil. 
17. Marrubium.—A very common 


California weed. Can be grown any- 


where. 


18. Peppermint.—The mints thrive 


well in California. The grower should 
also manufacture the oil. Requires 
moist, rich soil. 

19. Poppy.—The opium poppy 
thrives exceedingly well. Grow d1i- 
rectly from the seed, as it cannot be 
transplanted with success. The petals 
and heads are marketable. The opium 
cannot be obtained, profitably, by the 


Planted in rows 
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Oriental method, on account of the cost 
of labor. Some years ago* it was sug- 
gested that the juice be expressed from 
the entire plant and then evaporated. 
Such opium contains from four to six 
per cent of alkaloids as determined in- 
the laboratories of the California Col- 
lege of Pharmacy. There is apparently 
no reason why opium should not be 
manufactured in this new way. It 
would, of course, be necessary to 
change the alkaloidal standard. 


20. Medicinal Rhubarbs.—Do well 


in the State. Can be grown much like 


the culinary rhubarbs, which are very 
extensively cultivated in the San Fran- 
cisco Bay region. : 


21. Rosemary.—Thrives well and is 
easily cultivated. The grower should 
also be manufacturer. 

Ey Sage.— Easily cultivated, com- 
mon everywhere. 

23. Scopola.—As far as known this 
plant has not yet been grown in this 
State, but there is no reason why it 
should not do well in the same locali- 
ties as belladonna. 


24.  Squill—Thrives' exceedingly 
well in the immediate coast region, in 
moist, sandy soil. The bulbs grow to 
large sjze. 


25. Stramonium.—Grows anywhere. 
Common in waste places. 


26. Valerian.—Thrives exceedingly 
well in fairly moist, somewhat sandy 
soil, mixed with clay. 

The above is a fairly representative 
list for California. Many other plants 
can be grown equally well. All details 
are omitted for several reasons. Space 
will not permit, and also because some 
of the details have not yet been worked 
out. It is advised to proceed cau- 
tiously. Consult all available literature 
on the subject, some of which is given 
in the publications cited, including a ~ 
careful perusal of the published articles 
cited. This will serve as a foundation

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regarding the particular drug plant you 
may desire to cultivate. 

III. Cultural Efforts Which Can Be 
Understaken Successfully Only by the 
State or by Wealthy Individuals or by 
Large Corporations.—The introduction 
of cinchonas into India by the British 
Government and into Java by the 
Dutch Government cost these nations 
large sums of money. There is little 
doubt that cinchonas could be grown 


in portions of California, as, for exam- 


ple, in the immediate coast region, from 
Santa Barbara southward. Irrigation 


would be necessary. A half-hearted at- 


tempt was made by the Department of 
Agriculture of the University of Calli- 
fornia in 1887.* The matter was again 
urged by the writer in 1905,, but thus 
far no one has appeared who is willing 
to invest the money necessary to prop- 
erly attempt the introduction of cin- 
chonas into California. : 

Camphor trees thrive exceedingly 
well in California in places having es- 
caped from cultivation. To grow a 
camphor tree forest, suitable for the 
production of camphor on a proStable 
commercial scale would no doubt re- 
quire an outlay of money far beyond 
the pocket book of the average in- 
dividual. 


Pilocarpus apparently thrives in the 


southern coast regions of the State. 


Attempts to introduce this plant should 
be carried out much as for cinchona. 
Cascara culture could be carried out 
very successfully in the northern por- 
tions of the State, but only by an owner 
of large holdings and who was in pos- 
session of considerable wealth. To 
start a forest which would, in time, 
yield profitable quantities of cascara 
bark requires a vast amount of money. 
_ Attar roses could no doubt be grown 
successfully in the southern portions of 


the State, with sufficient capital and in- 


telligent and experienced energy. The

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necessary preliminary experience must 
be gathered. in Turkey, Bulgaria, 
France and other countries yielding 
attar of rose. 

Laurel and cinnamons thrive in the 
State, but whether they could be cul- 
tivated profitably is doubtful. Ginger 
thrives in southern California. Licorice 
culture would also require considerable 
capital. 

The above is a very brief summary of 
a very important subject. It is hoped 


that a number of competent individuals 


will attempt the cultivation of medi- 
cinal plants within the boundaries of 
the State of California. Each year the 
United States pays out millions of dol- 
lars for vegetable drugs which can 
easily be grown here. There is no 
plausible reason why this should not be 
done. 


The writer wishes to state in conclu- 
sion that he is perfectly willing to give 
further information insofar as he is 


able to do so. Some of the inquiries re- 


ceived have been rather amusing. One 
writer sends the very curt request to 
tell him all about growing ginseng. 
Another sends a bit of some unknown 
root asking to be told all about the 
plant from which it was obtained, and 
whether there is a good market for the 
roots. Some appear to be greatly dis- 
appointed on being informed that the 
stories about there being big money in 
cultivating drug plants are not all reli- 
able. The writer is ready to make the 
following statement: In all probability 
the opportunities for making money 
out of drug plant culture are good, 
provided the enterprise is undertaken . 
intelligently. Make sure that you know 
what you are about, and then go ahead, 
and the chances are that you will be 
successful. What has been done in 
Austria, Germany, Spain, France and 
England can be done in the United 
States, particularly in California.

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_ Briefer Notes and Comments 


STERILIZATION IN PHARMACY 

One of the most delicate and im- 
portant operations which the pharma- 
cist is daily required to perform is that 
of sterilizing utensils and pharmaceu- 
tical preparations. In a recent issue 
of L’Union Pharmaceutique (May 15, 
1909), there is reviewed at length an 
article by Dr. J. Thomann in which the 
more important literature on the sub- 
ject is discussed and the author’s own 
experience and conclusions are set 
forth. The Austrian and Italian phar- 

macopceias both direct that all solu- 
tions intended for hypodermic or in- 
travenous injection shall be sterilized, 
but the author is of the opinion that it 
is for the physician to indicate whether 
or not he prefers to have the solution 
sterilized. If a prescription specifies 
that a preparation is intended for in- 
jection, there can be no question, in 
our opinion, about the necessity for 
sterilization. Thomann states, how- 
ever, that the pharmacists of today, 
familiar as they are with the principles 
of bacteriology, will in every case ob- 
serve all aseptic precautions, using 
only sterile water and sterile recep- 
tacles. The British Pharmacopeeia of 
1908 directs that in the preparation of 
the official hypodermic injection of co- 
caine, freshly boiled distilled water 
shall be used. Certain pharmacopceias 
state that those drugs which possess, 
either per se, or on account of the 
method of preparation, a bactericidal 
action, need not be sterilized. This 
leaves it to the pharmacist to judge 
whether, for instance, a preparation 
containing a minimum quantity of cor- 
rosive sublimate is to be considered 
sterile, or whether it should be steril- 
ized, either by filtration or by heat. 
The Belgian and Austrian pharmaco- 
poeias admit, among other methods of 
sterilization, the addition of certain an- 


tiseptic chemicals, as carbolic acid, 
cresol, alcohol, etc. This method has 
been omitted with good reason by the 
Swiss Pharmacopeeia. The pharmacist 
should never, of his own initiative, have 
recourse to this modus operandi. The 
Austrian Pharmacopceia expressly 
states that it should never be resorted 
to except under the direction of the 
prescribing physician. The Belgian 
book also advises that on general prin- 
ciples the chemical disinfectants be 
avoided. As a matter of fact the addi- 


tion of small quantities of such sub- 


stances has not always the expected re- 
sult, as recent experiments have shown 
that numerous pathogenic bacteria, 
such as staphylococcus, may survive 
for a long time in weak solutions of 
carbolic acid or bichloride, while large 
quantities of antiseptics are out of the 
question in solutions intended for hypo- 
dermic use. © 

As to the sterilization of glass and 
metal utensils, the Belgian Pharmaco- 
poeia directs that they shall be heated 
to a temperature of at least 320° F., 
but does not indicate how long this op- 
eration should last, an important fac- 
tor, as certain spore bearing bacteria 
may resist dry heat of an intense de- 
gree for a short period. Such articles 
may be rapidly sterilized by moist heat, 
either by steam or by boiling, if it is 
immaterial whether they are dry or wet 
when sterilized. If, as recommended 
by the Belgian Pharmacopceia, the vials - 
are sterilized in advance and kept ready 
for use, it is advisable to submit them 
to a dry heat of 320° F. for an hour and 


-a half to two hours, when they will be 


quite dry and may be stoppered and 
set aside without fear of reinfection, 
as in the case of wet vials. The germs 
in the dust of the air attach themselves 
to the moist cotton, where they readily 
multiply, and soon find their way into 
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the interior of the vessel along the 
moist cotton fibres. The dust pene- 
trates the dry cotton, too, to some ex- 
tent, but it takes a much longer time 
for the germs to pass through into 
the interior. The necks of the vessels 
should be stoppered with sterile tam- 
pons of cotton, or covered with parch- 
ment or rubber caps, previously ster- 
ilized by steam or boiling water, and 
the vessels placed in a dry hermetic- 
ally sealed metal receptacle. When 
they are to be used, it is recommended 
to heat the orifices of the necks in a 
spirit lamp or in the flame of a Bun- 
sen burner. 

For the sterilization of solutions the 
Swiss Pharmacopceia distinguishes be- 


tween those drugs which are uninflu- 
enced by long exposure to a boiling 


temperature, and those which are de- 
composed by this degree of heat. The 
sterilization of those of the first group 
is a very simple matter. The filtered 
solution is placed in a flask, stoppered 
with nonabsorbent cotton, which, with 
a glass stopper and a piece of parch- 
ment. paper for sealing, is placed in a 
steam chamber and exposed for twenty 
or thirty minutes after the steam has 
appeared. The author suggests it may 
be placed in the top of a distilling ap- 
paratus, or it may be sterilized in an 
autoclave for fifteen minutes. After 
cooling, the cotton tampon is removed, 
and .quickly replaced by the sterile 
glass stopper and covered with the 
parchment paper. It is necessary to 
use nonabsorbent cotton, as otherwise 
the steam will condense and find its 
way into the flask, thus diluting the 
contents. It is not advisable to at- 
tempt to sterilize the flask with the 
glass stopper in place, as the latter 
will be found almost impossible to re- 
move, and if the stopper is previously 
wound with thread or a piece of filter 


- paper to facilitate its removal the con- 


densing steam gains entrance to the 
flask. The Swiss Pharmacopeeia pro- 


hibits the use of cork stoppers, as they 
are not cleanly and do not effect as 
complete a closure as do stoppers of 
ground glass. If, however, it is found 
expedient to use cork stoppers, they 
should be sterilized with the solution, 
by means of steam, for thirty minutes 
and not by boiling in water. Accord- 
ing to the researches of Reutty the 
growth of bacteria upon new corks of 
a good quality is very slight. 

The Swiss Pharmacopceia also di- 
rects that glass vessels in which solu- 
tions are to be sterilized shall first be 


treated with a one per cent solution 


of hydrochloric acid and then be rinsed 
with distilled water. This is intended 
to neutralize the alkaline reaction of 
the glass, which has a deleterious ef- 
fect upon certain solutions which are 


‘sterilized in it. As examples the au- 


thor cites solutions of strychnine, mor- 
phine and cocaine. Strychnine and 
morphine are partially decomposed by 
the free alkalies of glass, with the sep- 
aration of free bases which occur as 
minute sharp angled crystals, rendering 
the solution unfit for subcutaneous or 
intravenous use. Cocaine is partially 
split up into benzoylecgonine and 
methyl alcohol by the action of the free 
alkalies. The following substances 
are readily sterilized at ordinary pres- 
sure and a temperature of 195 to 
212° F. when treated in vessels prop- 
erly freed of alkalies: Gelatin, sodium 
chloride, caffeine, salicylate and benzo- 
ate of caffeine or of soda, arseniate of 
soda, quinine, strychnine, stovaine, aly- 
pine, novocaine, cacodylate of soda, co- 
caine, morphine and adrenalin. There 
is little cost, little danger, but every 
certainty in this method, particularly 
if all the requirements of the Swiss 


-Pharmacopeeia are strictly complied 


with, while the use of the more expen- 
sive apparatus is complicated and not 
without danger. 


The opinion of authors is divided 


_ upon the subject of the sterilization of 
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solutions of morphine and cocaine. In 
the technical pharmaceutical manual 
of Hager and certain other works it is 
stated that morphine may not be ster- 
ilized by heat. On the other hand, 
Firbas, Gruber and Wulff are of the 
contrary opinion. With cocaine it is 
the same. The Swiss Pharmacopceia 
mentions cocaine hydrochloride as an 
example of substances decomposed by 
sterilization in the- autoclave or by 
flowing steam. Conflicting statements 
by various authorities are cited by the 
author, who, however, has come to the 
conclusion, as a result of his own ex- 
perience, that cocaine may safely be 
sterilized in this manner. Adrenalin 
as well, in spite of assertions to the 
contrary, may be sterilized by heat, if 
the containing glass is neutral in reac- 
tion, or is rendered so by washing with 


hydrochloric acid—American Drug-. 
gist. 


The Rank of a Pharmacist in the British 


Militia 
E. Clinton Brown, of the N. W. T. 
Pharm. Association, says: 


“The rank and standing of the pharma- 
cist (in the militia) is a disgrace to the pro- 
fession. The M. D. is an officer and gen- 
tleman. The veterinarian is an officer and 
gentleman, as also is the dentist. The nurs- 
ing sister ranks as an officer, while the phar- 
macist is called sergeant steward com- 
pounder and ranks with the band sergeant, 
farrier sergeant, saddler sergeant or wheel- 
wright, sergeant cook, drummer, trumpeter, 
etc., etc. Each of these receive 75 cents 
per day together with the compounder, who 
is placed last, whereas the lieut.-col. army 
medical corps receives $5.00, major $4.00, 
captain $3.00, lieutenant $2.00, vet. lieut.-col. 
$4.00, vet. major $3.00, vet. captain $2.50, 
vet. lieutenant $2.00, dental captain $2.50, 
dental lieutenant $2.00 per day.”—B. C. 
Pharm. Record.

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The Aspirin Patent Upheld 

The acetyl salicylic acid (Aspirin) patent 
litigation has just been decided in the 
United States Circuit Court for the North- 
ern District of Illinois in favor of the 
Farbenfabriken of Elberfeld Company, who 
have sent to the members of the drug trade 
a copy of the decision of the judge and also 
of the decree ordering an injunction and an 
accounting. 

While this case, which was intended to be 
a test case, involving the merits of the pat- 
ent, was in progress, many dealers took ad- 
vantage of the situation to offer the retail 
druggists infringing acetyl salicylic acid 
(Aspirin) at low prices by circulars giving 
only post office box addresses and by per- 
sonal solicitation. 

Notwithstanding their repeated warnings, 
some retailers purchased from these in- 
fringers, and in not a few cases they deliv- 
ered to the unsuspecting druggist, spurious 
goods. As these peddling infringers (who 
in most cases distribute the goods from 
satchels) are unknown to the purchaser, the 
retailer, besides having no redress, takes 
chances of serious difficulties under the pro- 
visions of the Pure Food and Drug and 
Pharmacy Laws. 

The company now gives nation that hav- 

ing warned the trade, they expect their. 
rights under their acetyl salicylic acid (As- 
pirin) patent to be observed, and that they 
intend to enforce these rights to the fullest 
extent. 
_ The company asserts that they are dis- 
posed to adjust differences with those who 
have infringed upon reasonable terms, and > 
will be glad to correspond with any drug- 
gist for this purpose. 


DEATH OF DR. S. M. MOUSER 
We note with regret the death on 


September 13th of Dr. Silas M. Mouser, 


at the advanced age of 86 years. For 


about fifty years Dr. Mouser practiced 
medicine in California, most of the time 
in San Francisco. In his death the 
ethical pharmacists have lost a good 
friend, though of late years he has not 
devoted much time to his profession. 

Dr. Mouser was an expert micro- 
scopist, for many years an active mem- 
ber of the San Francisco Microscopical 
Society. He took an active interest in 
scientific matters up to a few months 
before his death. .

THE EUCALYPTS, OR GUM TREES, 
IN CALIFORNIA 


Note by the Editor.—The eucalyptus 
with which we are most familiar in 
California is the E. globulus, but there 
are about 150 species growing in their 
habitat, Australia and ‘lasmania. 
About 30 species have been grown on 


the University grounds at Berkeley and 


in other parts of the State. The blue 
gum tree, as it is called, grows rapidly 
and to a great height, but is much 


smaller than the E. amygdalina, which 


is said to attain a height of 480 feet and 
a circumference of from 120 to 200 feet. 
These dimensions exceed those of the 
big trees, Sequoia gigantea, the largest 
of which, “The Father of the Forest,” 


at the Calaveras grove is, we believe,’ 
over 400 feet long, but now lying on the 
ground. The following from the pen of 


Edgerton R. Young in the National 
Geographic Magazine for August, is of 
interest now that so much attention is 
being given to the cultivation of the 
eucalyptus in California and elsewhere: 

“The Eucalyptus globulus, generally 
called the blue gum, from its bluish- 
green leaves, is the variety most suc- 
cessfully grown in California. It has 
also been introduced and flourishes in 
India, Natal, Egypt, Algeria, and in 
various parts of Southern Europe and 
in some other warm countries. It can- 
not stand the frost, and so must ‘be 
classed among tropical trees. 
only in the States of Florida and Cali- 
fornia can we expect to see it in per- 
fection in this country; yet although 
its introduction into California has been 
oi but recent date, already its value to 
that State has been very considerable. 
Its growth here has been so rapid that 
trees of 80 feet in height and over.a 
foot in diameter have developed from 
the small planting of a dozen years. 
Its rapid growth makes it a valuable 


Perhaps 


acquisition to those lands where in so 
many instances there was such a great 
lack of forest trees of general utility. 
In California its timber is being exten- 
sively used for. telegraph-poles, rail- 
road ties, for fencing, for piles, and in 
the manufacture of some kinds of fur- 

‘Some of the speciec of eucalyptus 
are much more valuable than others. 
There is also a great diversity both in 
their appearance and worth. One of 
the most valuable is the Eucalyptus 
marginata, popularly called the Jarrah 
wood. It grows to a great size and its 
timber is so hard that it is found to be 
especially. valuable in the construction 
of wharves, as it resists the attack of 
the ship-worms and borers that are so 
destructive to ordinary wood. Because 
of this quality it also enters largely into’ 
the construction of ships and is ‘utilized 
in other marine uses. 

“Some varieties of the eucalyptus 
yield a kind of astringent gum or resin 
called Kino,* while from others a spe- 
cies of manna—a hard, slightly sweet 
substance—is obtained in considerable 
quantities. As an antidote against ma- 
laria and as being valuable in warding 
off or dissipating malaria in regions 
where malaria abounds, the ecualyptus 
has obtained a considerable reputation. 

“The Eucalyptus amygdalina is the 
tallest, if not perhaps the largest, tree 
that grows. The timber of these 
great specimens is easily worked, and, 
as it does not warp readily, is much 
used in carpentry.” 

The famous Glide ranch, consisting 
of 6,123 acres, near Suisun, has been 
sold to the North American Hardwood 
Timber Company and will be planted 
to mahogany eucalyptus. The deal was 


*Botany Bay Kino, from E. rostrata. 
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closed through a local real estate firm, 
but the price is not given. | 
_.E. L. Temple, who represents the 
timber company in the deal, says his 
company proposes to plant the entire 
tract to eucalyptus, and when the trees 
are'seven or eight years old will erect 
a mill near the tract to handle the 
lumber. 

His company, he says, now owns 
many thousands of acres of young 
eucalyptus. _

Sour Milk Is a Preservative 
Most housewives do not know that sour 
Even oysters will 
keep in it for some time. A piece of beef- 
steak was found to be perfectly fresh after 
an immersion of four or five months. Prof. — 
Elie Metchnikoff, of the Pasteur Institute, 
Paris, explains that the sugar in the milk 
encourages the growth of certain germs 
which form lactic acid. This acid destroys 
the germs of putrefaction. For this reason 
sour milk and buttermilk are often bene- 
ficial in alimentary disorders, which are 
accompanied by bacterial infection. Sweet 
milk will not serve, because the sugar is 
promptly assimilated and the friendly germs 
are without sustenance. On the other hand, 
the casein of the milk remains and in it 
the bacilli of decay multiply. It is they 
which cause the class of symptoms known 
as biliousness.—Retail Druggist. | 


Diet for the Fat 


It is popularly believed that all fat per- 
sons are gross feeders, but this is not true; _ 
indeed, the reverse is often the case. Obe- 
sity may be a disease, or rather a promi- 
nent symptom of one, the trouble being 
with the internal chemistry of nutrition— 
a disease of metabolism, as it is called. It 
is comparable to diabetesto diabetes— 
nearly related to it, in fact. In this disease 
sugar is formed in excess in the system 
even when very little is taken with the food, 
and so in obesity there is a tendency to the 
formation of fat in the body, even if little 
fat-forming food is eaten. In most cases 
much can be done by a regulation of the 
diet. 

The amount of meat should not be in- 
creased, but the quantity of sugar and 
starchy foods should be reduced, their place 
being taken by non-starchy vegetables, — 
such as spinach, cauliflower and salads. The 
foods to be avoided or taken in great mod- 
eration are those which contain much starch, 
such as rise and potatoes and all sweets— 
pies, puddings and candy. Tea and coffee 
should be taken without sugar, if taken at 
all, and chocolate should be omitted entirely. 

Bread is fattening, but for most persons it 


seems an indispensable artitle of diet. Its 
amount can, however, be limited, and it 


should be toasted. 

Fats are less harmful than sugar and 
starch, and may be allowed in moderation 
in the form of butter and salad oil. 

The belief that the drinking of water 
makes fat is erroneous. If one eats juicy 
vegetables, and especially the less sweet 
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fruits, such as apples and grape-fruit, and 
abandons the use of sugar, there will be a 
natural reduction in the amount of water 
taken, but one should drink all that is 


needed to quench thirst—Mont. Pharm.

4. Several bills to regulate the sale 
and transportation of narcotic and 
habit-forming drugs. 

5. Numerous bills relating to the 
transportation of alcohol in prohibition 
States. 

6. Several bills to amend the Sher- 
man Anti-Trust Law. 

7. A bill prohibiting the transporta- 
tion of poisons through the mails. 

8. A bill reorganizing the medical 
department of the United States army. 

9. A bill granting the National Gov- 


ernment the right to manufacture anti- 
toxin and to furnish it to physicians. 

10. A bill regulating the importa-_ 
tion of opium. | 

11. Tariff bill introduced in the spe- 
cial session of the Sixtieth Congress.

framing and adopting resolutions. 
These resolutions pertained to legis- 
lative matters, co-operative buying, 
amendment of the constitution of the 
association, approval of the National 
Formulary as a standard, endorsing 
Secretary Wilson and Dr. Wiley, op- 
posing parcels posts of all descriptions, | 
Sunday closing, discouraging dispens- 
ing physicians, discouraging the use of | 
the Red Cross emblem. 

The following propositions were dis- 
approved: | 

The one providing for a change in 
the time of holding the annual conven- 
tion in order to accommodate the ladies 
concerning their wearing apparel. 

The one providing for making the fis- 
cal year and the convention year of the 
National Association identical. 

The one providing for a committee 
on legislation to consist of one member 
from each State and territory and three 
members at large. 

The one providing for a permanent | 
legal department to be established at 
national headquarters. 

The one providing for change in the 
representation accorded State associa- 
tions. | 

The one providing that the delegates 
who were present at the original con- 
vention of the N. A. R. D. should be 
accorded at all times a voice at the con- 
ventions of this association. 

The report of the Committee on 
Nominations was then submitted by 
Mr. Armstrong and adopted by unani- 
mous vote.

ALUMNI ASSOCIATION OF THE 
CALIFORNIA COLLEGE OF PHAR- 
MACY PLANS ACTIVITIES 


At the last meeting of the trustees of 
the Alumni Association it was deemed 


advisable for the undersigned to issue. 


an open letter to all the graduates of 
the California College of Pharmacy, in- 
forming them as to what the organiza- 
tion had in mind tending toward a 
closer fellowship and sociability of the 
members and the advancement of the 
interests of its alma mater. 

Retrospect 

The society started as a potent fac- 
tor in the early life of the college, its 
members encouraging and assisting the 
undergraduates and otherwise helping 
the rather limited faculty of that time. 
- As the teaching staff increased and be- 
came more adequate, the function of 
the association in this respect waned. 
But its presence—real and active—has 
always been needed, either in co-oper- 
ating with the other alumni associa- 
tions of the University of California in 
obtaining helpful legislation and suffi- 
cient State appropriations, or for the 
purpose of holding meetings for the 
discussion of scientific questions of 
local and general importance and the 
renewal of old friendships and the mak- 
ing of new ones among the under- 
graduates. Owing to the fact that so 
many of the graduates live in places 
too distant to enable them to attend 
and to the further difficulty caused by 
the late hours imposed upon those in 
the vicinity, it has always been impos- 
sible to get together more than a small 
fraction of the graduates at any one 
time. Some one, however, has always 
been on hand to enlist enthusiasm, and 
what finances were needed, although 
often this task has been divided among 
a few devoted alumni. This lack of 
feeling and shortness of funds has been 


put at the door of mismanagement on 
the part of lax officials and at other 
times at the unsuccessful appeal for 
both to the graduates. It is note- 
worthy, however, that long after 
the State society became defunct, the 


Alumni Association of the California 


College of Pharmacy still lived and has 
always been more or less active. It is 
true that it has had some trying 
periods, but—unlike the State society— 
it has always found rescuers who bore 
it quite heroically through the ordeal.

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TO NOT ONLY 


HOT SODA, ITS ADVANTAGES, AND HOW IT SHOULD BE SERVED 
HOLD BUT INCREASE YOUR TRADE 
By G. J. Becht, San Francisco 


The season is here, the people want 
hot drinks and there is money in store 
for you if you will serve them. First 
of all you want to call their attention 
with an attractive Hot Soda Fountain, 
made for that purpose, some fine china 
tumblers and cups with silver-plated 
holders, not nickel. These look invit- 
ing and tickle the palate. Your cus- 
tomer is invited to your counter by 
these three articles. The next thing 
he observes is that your counter is 
clean and dry, this leaves the impres- 
sion that what you serve must be good. 
Now, it is for you to see that he will 
not lose this first impression, be polite 
in asking what he wishes and if he asks 
you what you have, name a few of the 
leading drinks, say chicken bouillon, 
clam bouillon and tomato bisque. After 
he names his drink be sure the water is 
hot before you serve it, for that makes 
the drink palatable. Do not fill the 
cup so full that the drink runs over the 
top, but just have it full enough. To 
slop it over will not show liberality, 
but awkwardness. By this I do not 
mean that you should serve a scant 
cup, for if the cup is not full enough it 


may appear that you are not giving 


value. The main thing is to have your 
drink right, do not.use too much flavor 

as it is just as distasteful to a customer 
as not enough flavor, for it spoils the 
taste of the drink to have it too strong. 
You should have the following drinks: 
Beef bouillon, clam bouillon, tomato 
bouillon, oyster bouillon, hot ginger 
cordial, hot lemonade, hot chocolate 


and hot coffee, the chocolate and coffee. 


should be served with whipped cream. 
You will find that hot milk or half milk 
and water will make your bouillons 
much richer. In serving, always heat 
your cup with hot water first. Use 
the best of bouillons and flavors, do not 
be tempted by something just as good, 


but cheaper. The cheaper will surely 
destroy your trade. Common reason 
will tell you that it cannot be as good 
if cheaper. You should use fine and 
attractive silver-plated counter furnish- 
ings, such as silver-plated spoons and 
spoon holders, sugar and bouillon bowls 
with silver-plated covers, sugar and 


spice sifters, strainers, egg bowls and 


menu holders. The whipped cream 
should be kept in a glass bowl with a 
silver-plated cover, this bowl should be 
placed in a silver-plated ice bowl, in 
which the whipped cream will keep 
much better and look more tempting, 
when your customer sees you serve it. - 
Do not allow your help to go behind 
the counter in shirt sleeves, always 
have them appear in white coat and 
apron, those should not be worn soiled, 
but be perfectly clean. Use clean glass 
towels to wipe your glasses and china 
cups. I often notice common towels 
used for this purpose after they wipe 
the counter with them, in fact, the 
tumblers and china cups should be 
washed in the back room and wiped be- 
fore they are brought out, then wiped 
again or polished with a glass towel 
and placed on the shelf perfectly dry. 
The sinks at the soda counter should 
only be used as an emergency to catch 
the drip from the fountain or to moisten 
your hands should they become sticky _ 
with syrup, but do not wipe your hands 
on a glass towel that you use for polish- 
ing your ware. Do not allow articles 
to run short at your counter for if a 
customer asks for something and you 
say, “I have none,” he is apt to call 
for another of which you have none ~ 
the second time, which is very annoy- | 
ing for a customer wants what he wants 
when he wants it. If you have your 
help bear this in mind you will always 
hold your trade and your customer will 
come back often and bring his friend. 
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Book Reviews 


Principles of Pharmacy, by Henry V. 
Arny, Ph. G., Ph. D., Dean and Professor of 
Pharmacy in the Cleveland School of Phar- 
macy, Department of Pharmacy, Western 
Reserve University, Cleveland, Ohio. Pp. 
1175 with 246 original illustrations. Phila- 
delphia and London, W. B. Saunders Com- 
pany, 1909. $5.00 net. 


This is an entirely new work and in 


preparing it the author has covered the 
ground in such a way that the subject would 
be readily grasped by the average student. 
He has divided it into seven parts: The first 
part deals with pharmaceutic processes, a 
striking feature being the clear discussion 
of the arithmetic of pharmacy; the second, 
with galenic preparations of the Pharma- 
copoeia and those unofficial preparations of 


proved value; the third, with the inorganic 


chemicals used in pharmacy, and includes 
also a chapter on chemical theories and 
chemical arithmetic; the fourth discusses the 
organic chemicals used in pharmacy; the 
fifth is devoted to chemical testing, present- 
ing a systematic grouping of all the tests of 
the Pharmacopeceia, a feature not found in 
any other book; the sixth discusses the pre- 
scription from the time it is written until 
it is dispensed; the seventh part is devoted 
to laboratory work, a feature being the ex- 
ercises in equation writing and chemical 
arithmetic. 

The work is writen in a clear style, easily 
comprehended by the freshman student, but 
yet deals with the more complex matters of 
organic pharmaceutical) chemistry. The 
chapter on chemical theories and chemical 
arithmetic is particularly lucid, and should 
help any average student to comprehend 
these matters. 

As a text-book for students, the work 
would have been more convenient if divided 
into two volumes. A book of between 1100 
and 1200 pages is not convenient for con- 
stant reference—W. M. S.

A Manual of Volumetric Analysis, treating 
on the subjects of Indicators, Test Papers, 
Alkalinity, etc., by Virgil Coblentz, Ph. D., 
Phar. M., F. C. S. P. Blakiston’s Son & 
Co., 1012 Walnut street, Philadelphia, Pa. 
$1.75 net. 

This book is a systematic introduction to 
volumetric analysis. It is more than an 
introduction inasmuch as it is very com- 


prehensive as.far as the number of subjects 
handled, yet sufficient detail is given to lead 
the way for the student. The author has 
treated the subject in a clear and positive 
manner. He does not give useless descrip- 
tions of each reaction, but leaves it, very 
properly, to the student to interpret the 
equations. 

The introduction tells of the apparatus re- 
quired and the manner of making volumetric 
solutions. The tables showing the varia- 
tion of both normal and decinormal solu- 


tions to temperatures, with corrections, is 


of value. The division of the introduction 


into paragraphs with caption emphasizes the 


items and their application. 

This is followed by indicators, stating 
color changes and applicability. The chapter 
on colorimetry is concise and practical. His 
tables of equations or factors are elaborate 
and are of value to pharmaceutical chemists. 
They are placed at the end of the proper 
chapters. 

The book strikes one as being briefly com- 
plete and shows the systematic and pains- 
taking work of the author. It does not 
treat of the work of a pharmaceutical chem- 
ist solely, but is far broader in its scope. 
The book is not only of value as a guide for 
a student, but it will find a welcome place 


on the shelves of a general analyst’s labora- 
tory.—F. T. G.

N. J. 47—Misbranding of Maple Sirup (As 
to Presence of Maple Sirup) 

The facts in the case were as follows: 

On August 13, 1907, an inspector of the 
Department of Agriculture purchased from 
James I. Robert, Monroe, Mich., samples 
of a sirup labeled “Western Reserve Ohio 
Blended Maple Syrup. This syrup is made 
from the sugar maple tree and cane sugar 
and guaranteed to be in accordance with 
the National Pure Food Laws. Western 
Reserve Syrup Co., Cleveland, O.” One of 
the samples of this sirup was subjected to 
analysis in the Bureau of Chemistry of the 
Department of Agriculture. This analysis 
disciosed that the product was cane sugar 
sirup flavored with some constituents of the 
maple tree unlike the pure sap sirup of live 


trees extracted and prepared in the ordinary 


and usual manner. It, therefore, was ap- 
parent that the sirup was not a maple sirup 


and therefore not a blended maple sirup — 


and that the representations on the label 
were false, misleading, and deceptive, in 
violation of section 8 of the Food and 
Drugs Act. Accordingly, on November 4 
facts to the Attorney-General and on May 
29, 1908, the United States attorney for 
the northern district of Ohio filed an in- 
formation in the district court for said 
district, against H. Y. Scanlon, the manu- 
-facturer and shipper of the sirup, with the 
result hereinbefore stated. 3 
Washington, D. C., March 13, 1909. 
N. J. 48—Adulterated and Misbranded 
Vanilla Extract (A Colored Imitation) 
In accordance with the provisions of sec- 


tion 4 of the Food and Drugs Act of June 
30, 1906, and of regulation 6 of the rules and 


regulations for the enforcement of the act, 
notice is given that upon the 24th day of 
April, 1908, in the district court of the 
United States for the southern district of 
Ohio in a criminal prosecution by the 
United States against the Heekin Spice 
Company, a corporation, for violation of 
section 2 of the aforesaid act in shipping 
and delivering for shipment from Ohio to 
Kentucky an adulterated and misbranded 
vanilla extract, the said Heekin Spice Com- 
pany entered a plea of guilty, whereupon the 
court imposed upon it a fine of $5 and the 
costs of the prosecution. 

The following is a statement of facts upon 
which the case was based: 


On July 5, 1907, an inspector of the De- 
partment of Agriculture purchased from 
Wittmeyer Brothers, Newport, Ky., a sam- 
ple of a food product labeled “American 
Flavors, Vanilla.” This sample was part of 
a lot of the same product shipped by Heekin 
Spice Company from Cincinnati, Ohio, to 
Wittmeyer Brothers, Newport, Ky., on or 
about June 15, 1907. Te sample was sub- 
jected to analysis in the Bureau of Chem- 
istry. | 

It was apparent that the article was both 
adulterated and misbranded; adulterated 
because of the substitution of synthetic 


vanillin for extract of the vanilla bean, and 


because it was an imitation extract colored 
with caramel to give it the color of genuine 
vanilla extract, thereby concealing inferior- 
ity; and misbranded because it was labeled 
“American Flavors, Vanilla” when, as a 
matter of fact, it was an imitation of that 
article having in it no extract of the vanilla 
bean and having been colored with caramel 
to impart the color of the pure extract. The 
Secretary of Agriculture having on Septem- 
ber 28, 1908, afforded the manufacturers an 
opportunity to show any fault or error in 
the aforesaid analysis and they having failed 
to do so, the facts were duly reported to the 
Attorney-General and the case referred to 
the United States attorney for the southern 
district of Ohio, who filed an information 
against the said Heekin Spice Company, 


- with the result hereinbefore stated. 


Washington, D. C., March 17, 1909. 

N. J. 49—Misbranding of Coffee (As to 
Geographical Source) 

The facts in the case were as follows: 

On or about September 28, 1908, an in- 
spector of the Department of Agriculture 
found in the possession of Frank S. Fish- 
back, Indianapolis, Ind., 270 cases of roasted — 
coffee, each case being labeled and branded 
“100 pounds Dutch Java Blend. Fancy 
Roasted Coffee, Dayton Spice Mills Co., 
Dayton, Ohio.” The coffee had been 
packed and was shipped by the Dayton | 
Spice Mills Company to Frank S. Fishback 
on September 26, 1908. Samples of the 
coffee had been analyzed in the Bureau of 
Chemistry of the Department of Agriculture 
and it was found that it was a mixture of 
washed Santos, Santos, and Bourbon coffee, 
the latter being a coffee grown in Brazil 
from Mocha coffee seed. It was evident 
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that the label appearing on the cases de- 
scribing the coffee contained therein as a 
“Dutch Java blend” was false, misleading, 
and deceptive and in violation of section 8 
of the Food and Drugs Act of June 30, 
1906. Accordingly, on October 1, 1908, the 
facts were reported by the Secretary of 
Agriculture to the United States attorney 
for the district of Indiana, and libel for 
seizure and condemnation under section 10
